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Provided that notwithstanding the general provision contained herein, Guarde
and Watchmen shall be paid one and oneshalf times the prevailing rate for
overtime (overtime shall be time worked in excess of eight hours per day or
forty hours per week), and the straight prevailing rate for time worked om Sas-
urdays, Sundays and where such time does not constitute overtime.

The rates of per diem wages for each of the various classifications of work

hourly equivalent of any employer payment for health and welfare, pension,
vacation and similar purposes multiplied by eight. Eight hours shall eonstitute
a days work; it being understood that in the event that workmen are employed
o less than eight hours per day, the rate of per diem wages shall be deemed to
